New Gun Laws Spur Stockpiling 



As states and the federal government debate new gun-control legislation, 
concerned gun enthusiasts have started to stockpile ammunition. 


Some stores report a 
run on ammunition 
after measures pass 

Albany, N.Y. 

Gun enthusiasts fearful of new 
weapon controls and buying into 
rumor mills about government 
hoarding are purchasing bullets 
practically by the bushel, mak- 
ing it hard for stores nationwide 
to keep shelves stocked. 

At a 24-hour Walmart in Albany, 
the ammunition cabinet was three- 
fourths empty this week; sales clerks 
said customers must arrive before 
9 the morning after a delivery to get 
what they want. A few miles away, 
Dick’s Sporting Goods puts up a 
red rope after ammunition deliv- 
eries so buyers can avert races to 
the gun counter. Both stores have 
set ammunition limits. 

In mid-January, two days after 
New York became the first state 
to toughen laws post-Newtown, 
Mark Smith said he spent $250 to 
stockpile ammunition, including 
$43 for a brick of 500 .22-caliber 
bullets, commonly used for target 


shooting and hunting small game. 

“I had a feeling there was going 
to be a huge ammunition short- 
age,” Smith said. 

At Hunter’s Haven, a gun shop 
in Rolesville, N.C., clerk Dean Tur- 
nage said ammunition is going out 
“as fast as we can get it in,” even 
though new gun controls are not 
on the state’s agenda. 

The run started in November 
with President Barack Obama’s 


re-election, followed by the mass 
shooting in December of children 
in Newtown, Conn., which led the 
president to launch an effort to 
strengthen federal gun controls and 
several states to tighten their laws. 

Connecticut on Thursday 
became the latest to crack down 
as the governor signed a measure 
— effective immediately — that 
adds more than 100 firearms to the 
state’s assault weapons ban, creates 


Driven by Fear 

The nation's 100 million firearms 
owners are driving the market for 
some 10 billion rounds annually, 
with demand and gun purchases in- 
creasing the past several months, 
driven partly byfearthattougher 
laws will restrict the ability to buy 
guns, said Lawrence Keane, whose 
National Shooting Sports Founda- 
tion is based in Newtown, Conn. 
“There’s a concern by firearms own- 
ers that this administration will 
pursue bans on products, bans on 
ammunition. ...

2 Men Sought in Death of Colo. Prison Boss 


Denver 

Two more men connected to a vio- 
lent white supremacist gang were 
being sought Thursday in connec- 
tion with the slaying of Colora- 
do’s prisons chief, the first official 
word other gang members might 
be involved. 

The search comes about two 
weeks after prison gang member 
Evan Ebel was killed in a shootout 
with Texas deputies. He’s a sus- 
pect in the killing of Department 
of Corrections chief Tom Clements 
on March 19 and of pizza delivery- 
man Nathan Leon two days earlier. 

While it’s not clear whether 
the gang, the 211 Crew, is linked 
to the killings, a warning bulletin 



issued late Wednesday by the El 
Paso County Sheriffs Office was 
the first official indication there 
might be a tie. 

James Lohr, 47, and Thom- 
as Guolee, 31, aren’t being called 
suspects in Clements’ killing, but 
are considered persons of inter- 
est. Their names surfaced during 
the investigation, El Paso County 
sheriffs Lt. Jeff Kramer said. He 


The 211 Prison Gang 

The 211 gang is one of the most vi- 
cious white supremacist groups op- 
erating in U.S. prisons, according to 
the Southern Poverty Law Center, 
which tracks extremist groups. It 
was founded in 1995 to protect white 
prisoners from attacks and oper- 
ates only in Colorado, (ap) 


wouldn’t elaborate. 

Authorities say the two Colora- 
do Springs men are members of the 
211 gang and have been associat- 
ed with Ebel in the past. 

Both are wanted on warrants 
unrelated to Clements’ death, and 
authorities believe they are armed 


and dangerous. 

Ebel is the only suspect that 
investigators have named in Clem- 
ents’ killing, but they haven’t given 
a motive. They have said they’re 
looking into his connection to the 
211 gang he joined in 2005 while 
in prison and whether that was 
connected to the attack. 

“Investigators are looking at a 
lot of different possibilities. ... We’re 
looking at all possible motives,” 
Kramer said Wednesday. 

Meanwhile, Gov. John Hicken- 
looper on Thursday announced an 
audit to ensure the state’s prisoners 
are serving their correct sentenc- 
es and a review of state parole pro- 
cedures by the National Institute 
of Corrections.

What should a taxi look like? Maybe it should be 
painted solid red, like a D.C. Taxicab Commission 
panel suggested in February. Maybe it should have 
a standardized dome light on top and a credit-card 
reader inside.

(That’s the 
trick that has allowed SideCar, so 
far, to escape taxicab regulation.) 

Even in D.C., with its history 
of slugging — a low-tech version 
of SideCar that helps people take 
advantage of HOV lanes — most 
people I’ve discussed SideCar with 
think it’s nuts. But I don’t buy the 
argument that it’s any more dan- 
gerous than getting into a cab. 
Before Abiy arrived, I saw his 
photo and a picture of the car, so 
I knew exactly whom to look for. 
The whole trip was tracked by GPS. 
And he had every incentive to offer 
a comfortable, direct, safe ride. 

I gave him a five-star rating 
and the suggested donation, which 
was exactly what a friend recent- 
ly spent for the same trip in a tra- 
ditional taxi. 

Abiy gave me a lift home, a bot- 
tle of water and something to think 
about: What if all cars were signed 
up for SideCar? 

For now, the service is essential- 
ly a pay-what-you-want taxi. Abiy 
wasn’t planning to drive across 
town until he picked me up. 

But if a driver coming down the 
street happened to be going my 
way, and we were able to commu- 
nicate that with each other, I could 
pay less money and we’d both ben- 
efit. If we could make those kinds 
of trips happen on a larger scale, 
we’d reduce congestion on roads 
and everybody would arrive at 
their destination faster. 

We’d still need traditional taxis 
to ferry passengers to places no 
one else is headed. But whether 
they’re red or not, we’d start look- 
ing at them in a very different way.

Too Much Chuck Brown? 


Residents push back 
against city’s planned 
park for go-go icon 

Washington 

It started with a high-profile prom- 
ise to thousands of heartbroken fans. 
“Don’t you think we need to find a 
way to remember Chuck Brown for- 
ever?” Mayor Vincent Gray asked 
the crowd grieving the death of the 
Godfather of Go-Go at the Wash- 
ington Convention Center last May. 

Gray announced he would name 
a park after Brown. The pledge 
to immortalize the D.C. musical 
icon in some place “where we can 
look forward to ‘Bustin’ Loose’ ” 
won Gray a standing ovation that 
day. But 10 months later, his plans 
to honor Brown by renovating a

neighbors have made it clear that 
more action is precisely what they 
don’t want.

A portion of what was long 
known as Langdon Park, locat- 
ed between I8th and 20th streets 
south of Rhode Island Avenue, is 
now officially known as Chuck 
Brown Park. But plans to build a 
large amphitheater on the premises, 
seating more than 900, have been 


scaled back in the face of commu- 
nity protests, imperiling hopes that 
a ribbon might be cut on Brown’s 
birthday, Aug. 22. 

“I like Chuck Brown, but the 
issue is ... why was the community 
not consulted?” said Delores Bush- 
ong, a resident of nearby Hamlin 
Street who has organized opposi- 
tion to the plans. 

The pushback has been awk- 
ward for Gray, who ran for mayor in 
2010 on a platform of more broad- 
ly engaging residents in govern- 
ment initiatives. 

“We’re trying to work with 
everyone to have an open dialog 
on this,” Gray spokesman Pedro 
Ribeiro said. “Obviously, you can’t 
make everyone happy, but [we’ve] 
really gone forward to help bring 
folks into the design process.”

Gun-Control Bill Goes to O’Malley 


Annapolis, Md. 

The Maryland General Assembly 
has passed a measure to make the 
state’s gun laws among the stron- 
gest in the nation. 

The state Senate voted 28-19 on 
Thursday for final passage. That 
sends the bill to Democratic Gov. 
Martin O’Malley, who proposed it. 

With the legislation, Maryland 
will become the first state in near- 
ly 20 years to require people who 
buy a handgun to submit finger- 
prints to state police. 


Only five other states have a 
similar requirement: Connecticut, 
Hawaii, Massachusetts, New York 
and New Jersey. 

The Maryland 
measure also will 
limit gun mag- 
azines to 10 bul- 
lets. It will ban 45 
types of assault 
weapons, and peo- 

pie who have been 

involuntarily committed to a men- 
tal health facility won’t be able to 
have a gun. (ap)

In the first episode of the first season of “Mad 
Men,” Don Draper’s next-in-line affair, Rachel 
Menken, hears his brutal philosophy: Love 
is nothing more than an ad man’s myth, and 
everyone is born alone and dies alone. Stack up 
five years of equivalent cynicism and unfulfilled 
dreams and the result is a drama with a core of 
shattered glass, dazzling but menacing. 


As the series returns for what cre- 
ator Matthew Weiner says is the 
penultimate season, he’s asking 
viewers to embrace other, more com- 
fortable concepts: belief and trust. 

They must believe that he knows 
what they will find satisfying for 
Don, Peggy, Pete and the other souls 
of “Mad Men,” and trust in his vision 
as the AMC drama returns Sunday 
at 9 p.m. with a two-hour episode. 

That he’s putting his characters 
on the knife’s edge of dread may not 
make that trust any easier — espe- 
cially since Weiner believes we are 
living uneasily with a 21st-centu- 
ry version of their 1960s mindset. 

“This season is very much cap- 


turing what’s going on right now, 
in a strange way,” Weiner says. “I 
think we have been thrown into a 
state of individual anxiety, based 
on being disconnected from events 
outside our control.” 

The writer-director paraphras- 
es a line from Sunday’s episode that 
he deems key to the sixth season: 
People will do anything to allevi- 
ate anxiety. 

If that’s intriguing but madden- 
ingly cryptic, that’s how Weiner 
wants “Mad Men” to be approached 
pre-debut. No spoilers, not a hint of 
what happens, when it happens or 
whether Don is finally taking the 
institution of marriage to heart. 


Jon Hamm, the center-ring 
attraction as Don, the sharp-dressed 
ad man with the tortured psyche, 
credits Weiner’s probing, self-ana- 
lytic nature with producing the 
richly complex world of “Mad Men” 
and its parade of human and cul- 
tural foibles. 

“Matt is a wickedly smart, very 
curious and deeply flawed person, 
and he likes exploring those flaws 
and pulling them apart and exam- 
ining them,” Hamm says. 

With the journey nearing con- 
clusion for Draper and his fellow 
travelers, Weiner is faced with the 
task of wrapping up the ambitious 
drama next year. 

“I have an idea for what it feels 
like for the show to end, and I think 
I know how it ends, and I’ve known 
for a couple of years,” Weiner says. 

Could Don, at last, find happi-

Roger Ebert and Gene Siskel were 
the first people I ever heard discuss 
movies with deep, intelligent passion. 

I always liked Ebert better, and I really 
don't think I'd be doing what I do 
without him. 


I just didn’t want to do this. I was 
on my way home Thursday when I 
got an email with “Do you want to 
write a quick column about Roger 
Ebert dying?” as the subject. No. 
No, I did not. 

I saw Ebert in person once. 
Back when I was in graduate 


school in Chicago, I was writing 
the occasional movie review for 
the student newspaper and once 
got to go to a critics-only screening. 
It was Kevin Smith’s “Dogma,” 
so a lot of the college papers sent 
reviewers; most of us had never 
been to a screening like this. As 


the appointed time came and 
went, someone asked when the 
film would start. “When Roger 
gets here,” was the answer. Sure 
enough, when Ebert walked in 
(only five minutes 
late), the lights 
dimmed. He was 
a Big Deal, but 
in his writing, he 
never seemed to 
think so. 

He thought 
of himself, 

always, still, as a 

“newspaperman,” a charmingly

In what would be his final blog 
post, Ebert wrote: “So on this day of 
reflection I say again, thank you for 
going on this journey with me. I'll see 
you at the movies." 

The writer in the horn-rimmed 
glasses teamed up on TV with Gene 
Siskel to create a format for criticism 
that proved enormously appealing: 
simple reviews that were both 
intelligent and accessible. 

In his 2011 memoir, “Life Itself," 
Ebert wrote: “I have seen untold 
numbers of movies and forgotten 
most of them, I hope, but I remember 
those worth remembering, and they 
are all on the same shelf in my mind."

Welcome to Schenectady, N.Y., first

DeHaan) meets Avery’s son (Emory 
Cohen) and the two struggle not 
only with their own choices, but 
with those made by their fathers. 

“This movie is all about legacy 
and, for me, it was about personal 
legacy,” he says. “It was about all 
of my feelings about becoming a 
father again, thinking about this 
child that was going to come into 
this world, and I just wanted him 


to be born without any of my past 
wrongdoings or sins or anything 
— just let him be himself.” 

In the film, Avery and Luke try 
hard to prove they’re not the men 
their fathers are. Both ultimate- 
ly fail. Avery, the son of a highly 
respected, wealthy judge, “is never 
meant to be a cop,” Cianfrance says.

The sibs also 
distill the culinary charms of their native South 
Carolina in magazine articles and via a down-home, 
gourmet e-boutique, Boiledpeanuts.com. They just 
published “The Lee Bros. Charleston Kitchen” ($35, 
Clarkson Potter) devoted to their hometown’s eats.

How is party-throwing different 
in the South? 

ML: Well, we’re more practiced 
here! We’re pros! 

TL: I think the architecture of 
Charleston even lends itself to par- 
ties better, the walled gardens, the 
compressed houses. 

How can I bring that Southern 
hospitality to my next bash? 

TL: Well, you’ll need to adopt cer- 
tain conventions. At a party, make 
sure guests have drinks in their 
hands the moment they get in 
the door. The bar should be visi- 
ble when you walk into someone’s 
house! And get some fresh flowers, 
too — just a few can really soft- 
en a party. 


Charleston really seems to be 
having a moment, food-wise. 

Why are people just now discov- 
ering it? 

Matt Lee: Well, Charleston has been 
a tourist town for centuries, but 
it’s only been a restaurant town 
for a few decades. I think people 
are finally recognizing how good 
the home cooking is there because 
of all the restaurant excitement. 

What does Charleston food 
mean, in a few words? 

Ted Lee: It’s an exciting food cul- 
ture, in that Charleston is perfect- 
ly placed for the locavore move- 


ment. There are so many fresh, 
raw materials. You’re close to the 
ocean, which means so much sea- 
food. That all combines with this 
flourishing tradition of cooking in 
people’s homes. 

These recipes focus on Southern 
ingredients. Aren’t they hard to 
find in other regions? 

TL: Well, not necessarily. Mus- 
cadine grapes, which were just a 
Southern grape, are now a nation- 
al thing. I also think a lot of South- 
ern products are becoming staples 
everywhere: stone-ground grits, 
sorghum syrups. 


What about cocktails. Are they a 
big deal in Charleston? 

ML: Well, the cocktail revolution 
has hit Charleston like a sack of 
ice. We’ve got the bearded mixol- 
ogists and the pixie dust. 

TL: Yeah, it used to be that South 
Carolina was a mini-bottle state, 
where the servers had to open little 
airplane bottles of liquor in front 
of you. But getting rid of that has 
helped people create new things, 
like the Loquat Manhattan we have 
in the book. 

When you’ve been away from 
Charleston, what do you crave 
when you get back home? 

TL: For me, it’s the oysters, like 
a shuck-your-own situation. 
They’re so salty and delicious.
